INFLUENZA IN SHANGHAI.

Influenza-pneumonia cases in 
‘Shanghai have-been increasing 
during the past few days, (says 
the N.C. Daily News of Mareb 6) 
and Although the divease is not 
prevalent.to an alarming extent 
thera is enough of it to warrant 
the general public taking every 

 preesution. The spreading of such 
a diseaase can only be prevented 
or ¢gntrolled by individual effort 
and-action, and about all that 
cam be done is to avoid crowds 
as much as possitle, including 
meetings where there are 
alarge number of people, trams, 
theatres, cinemas, etc. And—here 
is where some individual heroism 
is required in Shanghai to start 
the precedent—to wear masks. 
China is the home of influenza, 
it is reported, so residents herein

SHIPPING NEWS. 


Wi OREING HOURS EN MERCANTILE 
MARINE, 


The “Industrial Fatigue Ke- 
search Board are about to embark, 
on thair investigation in respect 
tothe relation of hours af labour 
and other conditions of employ- 
Tent to the production of fatigue. 
The subject is ona of considerable 
importance to those engaged in 
the Merchant Service, and. the 
Tmperial Merchant Service Guild 


‘| have made certain suggestions to 


this committee, which are em- 
bodied in tha following letter, 
sent by their secretary, Mr. 
Moore -—Dear Sir,—As represent- 
ing over 15,000 officers of the 
Merchant Service, we observe 


that your Board will be glad to] 


receive suggestions in respect to 
the relations of hours of labour 
and other conditions: of em- 
ployment to the production of 
fatigue. We venture, therefore. 
to suggest that the Board could 
turn their attention very profit- 
ably to the hours of Isbour in the 
Merchant Service. Some time ago 
the general manager of 
Shipping Federation—represent- 
ing the shipowners of this 
country—in the course of, an 
oficial communication to the 
Board of Trade respecting Sunday 
labour in the Merchant Service, 
that>—"The maritime 
wage is well understood to cover a 
seven days week.” 
is the position atthe present time, 
it may be stated that in the great 
majority of cargo-carrying ves- 
sels, two officers only are carried, 
in addition to the captcin, and 
these officers labour under what 
is known as the “two-watch” 
system. In other words, this 
means four hours ‘on and four 
hours off du:y. As certainduties 
require to be performed in an 
officer’s “ watch below,” it follows 
that, roughly speaking, his 
work extends to 14 or 15 hours 
a day, Saturdays and Sundays 
included. To make matters worse, 
it is impossible to obtain what is 
essential to health, that is, seven 
or eight consecutive hours” sleep 
perdiem. The most that these 
officers can obtain under the 
circumstances is from 3 to 316 
bours. That such a physical 
burden should he impased upoa 
the officers of merchant ships, 
who have to undertake such very 
seriousresponsibilities, and whose 
duties are most arduous, is a 
matter requiring, we submit, “the 
urgent attention or your Board, 
who, we trust, will be pleased, 
after making due inquiry, to make 
strong recommendations on the

AUSTRIA'S SECRETS. 
REVEALED BY aA MIN- 
ISTER'S FOOTMAN, - 


A characteristic story af Czech 
patriotism’s activities during the 
war is revealed by the Norodu? 
Listy, of Prague, in a special issue 
n honour of Nr Masaryk’s 
homecoming. Al thraugh the’ 
war the Czech leaders were 
accurately informed about the 
most secret plams af the Aus 
trian Government The Viennese 
authorities knew it, but could 
never diseaver how the Czechs 
obtained their ‘information. 

The mystery & now sulved. A 
Czech footman, named Douba: in 
the service ofsane of the Austrian 
ministers, used to steal every 
night into his master’s library, 
carry the decuments he found 
there to his rwom,.and copy them 
by morning. The copies he broughe 
regularly to the Bohemian poet, 
Machar, whe handed them over 
to Mr. Masaryk, and, after the 
latter's flight, to the present 
Foreign Minister, Benes, who 
smuggled them over the frontier. 

Even notes made by the Austrian 
statesman in question during the 
day were-invariably in Machar’s 
hands next morning. » Once 
Machar’s flat was searched by 


the police, but he had concealeds 


the papers beneath the carpet of 
his bedroom, and although Herr 
Preminger, the chief of the 
political police, actually stood on 
them during his view. they were 
not discovered. 

The political situation in the 
Czecho-Slovak Republic, which 
has all along given promise of 
greater stability than have most 
of the new States risen from the 
ruins of the Central Empires, has 
been further consolidated by Pre- 
sident: Masaryk’s , arrival at 
Prague. . : 

Tt was recently reported from 
Viecna that President Masaryk 
had conceived a plan to form a 
federation of Slav States. com- 
prising the Republics of Bohemia, 
Poland, and Jugo-Slavia, and ex- 
tending from the Baltic to the 
Adriatic. This Austrian report 
attributes to the Czechs Pan- 
Slavistic ambitions which they 
do not entertain. 

Ie is true that President 
Masaryk favours a great federa- 
tion of republics. but not of Slav 
States alone, but rather of all 
the newly-formed republics of 
Centrat Europe. Thus he 
desires to include Lithuania 
in this federation, although the 
‘Lithuanians are’ not Slavs. 
And he is willing to take 
the admission even of Hungary 
‘and German-Austria into con- 
sideration.. But the two latter 
countries can only hope ta be 
received into this federation of 
Central Europe if they afford 
satisfactory proof that their 
political mentality has really 
changed, that their democracy is 


not “camouflage,” and that they. 


renounced all 
their neigh- 


have definitely 
desire of dominating 
bour. 


As yet there is, in the opinion }- 


ofthe Czech statesmen. no sign 
that . Hungary and German- 
Austria.-have undergone such a 
transformation and have become 
reconciled to their future role as 
States greatly reduced in terri- 
tory and wealth. : 

President Masaryk’» federative 
scheme therefore, is, still in a 
purely theoretical stage.

Big ships are much more 
comfortable. . 

But into life in these America 
hag introduced the amentities of 
a shore-going existence to a 
greater degrees then any other 
Power. The United States blue- 
jacket, does not have ta scape his 
chin adventuronsly .in front of a 
crocked. mirror slung beside a 
dead light, nor submit his pall to 

the scissors of a heavy-handed 
marine. When he wants a shave 
or a hafr-our he goes to the 
barber's shop and gets one.” 

Tris a properly equipped shop, 
too; nota vacant space between 
guns, with a three-legged 
stool or a “ ditty box ” dumped in 
it temporarily for patrons to sit 
upon. All American battleships 
have specially fitted barber's 
shops, which provide the sailors 
with chairs of the kind “used 
ashore to sit in while, trained 
haitdressers give them “a trim 
up.7 . 

If the American bluejacket’s 
teeth need “seeing to” he makes 
for the dental! parlour.

The movement of which men- 
tion Was -made in the “Morning 
Post” recently for the formation 
of a Netherlands East Indies 
Chamber of Commerce in London 
far the pramotion of British 
trading interests in the Duteh 
Colonies has already received 
the support of a large number of 
financial, engineering, and trad- 
ing firms, and an influential 
Cammittee has been formed to 
carry out tha preliminary 
arrangements. .The meeting at 
which the Committee was 
appointad was attended by rapre- 
sentatives of between twenty and 
thirty firms, and about a hundred 
letters were received = from 
others regretting their inabil- 
ity ta attend, but expressing 
their [sympathy with the 
movement. <A resolution was 
adopted in the following terms:
